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Plan for £50m 
retail park is 
left in balance

A DECISION by the Secretary of 
State to ‘call in’ the £50m 
Rushden Lakes proposal has 
been welcomed by neighbouring 
councils. 

The development was given the 
go-ahead by East 

Northamptonshire Council 
(ENC) in October but Eric Pickles 
MP, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, announced he 
would make the final decision - 
which will see a public inquiry 
take place. 

The plan, which would see a 
home and garden centre, retail 
units, a drive-thru food facility, 
lakeside visitor centre and 
restaurants built on the site on 
the edge of Rushden, had come 
under much opposition from 
Northampton Borough Council 
which believes it would ‘jeopard¬ 
ise’ Northampton. 

Leader of the council, Cllr 
David Mackintosh said: 


“Northampton is making real 
progress in attracting millions of 
pounds of investment and creat¬ 
ing jobs through our 
Northampton Alive programme 
and we have clearly had some 
success at raising this on a 
national level. 

“It will be up to the Secretary of 
State to decide if this proposal 
goes ahead but I am confident 
that he has heard what is going 
on here in Northampton and 
how the enormous strides we 
have made could be set back by 
the Rushden Lakes develop¬ 
ment.” 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, said: “I am 
delighted that Eric Pickles has 
listened to those of us who have 
been urging him to call in that 
particular planning application, 
which could be very harmful to 
Northampton and many of the 
towns in Northamptonshire.” 

MP for Northampton North 
Michael Ellis said: “The Rushden 
Lakes development would cause 
the town a great deal of trouble 


and the case against it is a very 
strong one. I think this decision 
reflects that, and I welcome it.” 

Cllr Steven North, leader of 
ENC, said: “We’re aware that this 
will result in a public inquiry 
presided over by a planning 
inspector. We’re now waiting to 
hear how long the inspector 
needs to make a decision. 

“We’re keen to see work start on 
this exciting development which 
will bring new jobs to the area 
and regenerate a site that has 
become run down. 

“The potential to increase 
spending in the district, provide 
a better retail offer for local peo¬ 
ple and maximise leisure oppor¬ 
tunities is just what the district 
needs right now so we look for¬ 
ward to hearing a decision.” 

Jon McCarthy, Development 
Director at LXB Retail Properties, 
said: “The decision is clearly 
disappointing, however, we 
absolutely still believe in 
Rushden Lakes and will be mak¬ 
ing the strongest possible case to 
the inspector in 2013.”

Festive flooding fears as 
rain prompts fresh alerts

THE county has braced itself 
for wet weather over the past 
week as flood warnings were 
issued after heavy rainfall. 

The emergency services and 
partner agencies in the coun¬ 
ty have made themselves 
ready for any heavy rainfall 
that may result in flooding 
over the festive period. 

Five flood warnings have 
been in place for a week now 
in Cogenhoe, Welling¬ 
borough, Billing Aquadrome, 
Thrapston and Bugbrooke. 

Norman Robinson, from the 
Environment Agency, said: 
“Whilst at this stage we don’t 
believe we will need to issue 
more flood warnings, there is 
a real possibility that rain 
could be heavier than expect¬ 
ed. 

“As a result, everyone needs 
to remain vigilant. 

“If you are in a flood warn¬ 
ing area, you should have an 
evacuation plan and ensure 
you regularly check the 
Environment Agency’s 
website for updates and also 
sign up for our Flood Warning 
Direct service.” 

Superintendent Gary 
Ashton from Northampton¬ 


shire Police added: “All agen¬ 
cies have worked together to 
ensure a coordinated 
response to the weather 
we’ve been experiencing and 
the risk of flooding this is 


presenting. The multi-agency 
group is working closely with 
Billing Aquadrome manage¬ 
ment and Cogenhoe Mill 
Holiday Park to ensure they 
have appropriate plans in 


place to deal with any flood¬ 
ing that occurs over the 
Christmas and New Year 
period. 

“We recognise this is the 
holiday period so have 
worked to minimise the risk 
and disruption to people 
across the county. 

“We continue to urge people 
to take extra care when out 
and about and to avoid flood 
and standing water. 

“Some of the water can be 
very deep and potentially 
dangerous and can conceal 
hidden dangers such as open 
drains.” 

Last month Billing 
Aquadrome residents were 
evacuated from the site after 
heavy rainfall. 

They were not allowed to 
return because of the floods 
for a week.

Image released to find train attacker 


A YOUNG woman was left ‘shocked and 
shaken’ after being inappropriately 
touched on a train. 

British Transport Police have released 
images of the man who touched the 
female in an incident which occurred on 
a train between Leicester and Luton 
Airport Parkway. 

Detective Sergeant Bill Henry, the 
investigating officer, said: “The victim, a 
21-year-old woman from 

Wellingborough, was travelling on the 
3.33pm Leicester to St Pancras service on 
November 19, when a man sat in the seat 
next to her. 

“As the train was travelling between 
Leicester and Kettering, the man tried to 
raise the armrest between the seats, but 
the victim stopped him. 

“When the victim reached into her bag 
to get her phone, the man raised the 
armrest between them again, before 
touching her indecently. 

“The victim then moved to another 
carriage.” 

Officers have followed several lines of 
enquiry into the incident and now 
believe the man arrived at Leicester on a 
train that had come from Birmingham. 

DS Henry added: “The man’s behaviour 
has understandably left the victim feel¬ 
ing shocked and shaken. 



“We believe the man may have links to 
the Midlands, or Luton, where he left the 
train. 

“If you recognise the man, or know of 
his whereabouts, then we’d like to hear 
from you.”

RAIL passengers are to be 
handed free travel after 
months of delays and cancel¬ 
lations. 

London Midland announced 
that it will offer season ticket 
holders passes for five days of 
free transport. 

Between October and 
December almost 1,000 
services were affected after a 
shortage of drivers. 

The government has told the 
company to offer a £7 million 
package of benefits. 

A Department for Transport 
study has revealed that the 
line between London Euston 
and Birmingham New Street, 
which passes through 
Northampton, is in the top 30 
per cent of overcrowded trains 
in the country. 

The 18:13 train from Euston 
has a ‘load factor’ of 162 per 
cent. 

Shaun Hope, Northampton 
Rail Users’ Group treasurer, 
said: “People in Northampton 
deserve a first-class service 
compared to the second-class 
one that they are receiving at 
the moment. 

“We would hope that the 


HS2 on the West Coast main¬ 
line will improve the 
Northampton service. 

“Overcrowded trains cannot 
be safe for the people using 
them. If anything happens 
then those people are at risk. 

“At our last meeting we 
asked London Midland for an 
explanation as to why drivers 
were leaving but I do not think 
we got a satisfactory answer.” 


In a statement last week, 
London Midland said: 
‘Although we worked hard to 
ensure the shortage was 
addressed and resolved as 
quickly as possible, we recog¬ 
nise that recent disruption 
has been unacceptable to pas¬ 
sengers. 

“It is also not what we expect 
of ourselves and we are sorry 
for letting you down.”

ALMOST 10,000 less people over 65 were 
vaccinated against flu this year com¬ 
pared to 2011. 

Figures released by the Department of 
Flealth show that in September and 
October this year 55,559 people got the 
jab, while in the same period last year 
64,906 got it. 

The statistics from the Department of 
Health have also shown a decline in the 
number of people with long term condi¬ 
tions receiving the jab down from 24,370 
last year to 19,555 this time. 

There has been an increase in the num¬ 
ber of pregnant woman receiving the jab 
up from 887 last year to 1,408 this year. 

Anyone who falls into these categories 
receives the jab for free from their GP. 

The NHS in Northamptonshire has 
warned that those who do not get the jab 
can risk their life as the illness can prove 
to be fatal. 

Dr Olufunke Adedeji, consultant in pub¬ 
lic health at NHS Northamptonshire, 
said: “We want to remind people that even 
if you had the flu jab last year, you need it 
again this winter to ensure you are pro¬ 
tected. 

“The flu virus is constantly changing 
and last year’s vaccine won’t necessarily 
protect you from this year’s virus.” 

Chief officer Liam Condron of Age UK 
Northamptonshire said: “We would 
encourage everyone over 65 to get the flu 
jab. 

“Flu is not a mild disease and it can 
cause a stay in hospital and can even be 
fatal.” 

Anyone over 65 who is interested in 
getting the jab is encouraged to contact 
their GP.

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Metal detecting duo get Asbos for plundering Chester Farm 


FOR the first time in England, two 
treasure hunters users have been 
given a suspended custodial 
sentence and Anti-Social Behaviour 
Orders (ASBO) by a court for carry¬ 
ing out illegal metal detecting 
activities on a protected site. 

Peter Cox, 69, and Darren West, 
51, both from Northamptonshire, 
were sentenced at Northampton 
Crown Court on December 19 to 
one year imprisonment, suspended 
for two years, after pleading guilty 
to stealing artefacts from and 


causing serious damage to a 
scheduled monument at Chester 
Farm, near Irchester. 

This follows an investigation by a 
heritage crime partnership involv¬ 
ing English Heritage, 
Northamptonshire Police, the 
Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) 
and the British Museum. 

The sentences also included 150 
hours of community service, a cur¬ 
few, confiscation of metal detect¬ 
ing equipment, compensation for 
damage caused to the scheduled 


monument, and Anti-Social 
Behaviour Orders that restrict use 
of metal detecting equipment. 

The monument at Chester Farm, 
owned by Northamptonshire 
County Council, includes Iron Age 
and medieval settlement remains 
but is most significant for its 
surviving remains of a Roman 
walled town that includes roads, 
temples and many other buildings. 

Northamptonshire Police 
launched an investigation after two 
English Heritage officers 


witnessed the two men metal 
detecting at the site last July. 

Damage had also been caused to 
the monument by the excavation of 
trenches, which had been illegally 
dug in search of artefacts. 

The police arrested the men and 
conducted a raid at their homes. 

Iron Age, Roman and medieval 
coins, metal artefacts and pottery, 
along with metal detecting equip¬ 
ment and documents relating to 
the scheduled monument were 
recovered.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
County Council has been 
quick off the mark to try to 
scoop £4 million of Heritage 
Lottery Funding.

It comprises both an area of 
historic landscape, which 
dates back to Roman times, 
and a complex of buildings 
owned by Northamptonshire 
County Council - but is not 
yet accessible to the public. 

The aim is to open up the 
whole site to visitors and 
develop it as somewhere 
people can learn more about 
the county’s fascinating 
history and heritage, with 
opportunities to join in

educational or volunteering 
activities. 

This survey, supported by 
Heritage Lottery Fund back¬ 
ing, seeks views from mem¬ 
bers of the community as to 
how best this might be done. 

It asks people whether they 
would visit the site, what 
sorts of activities they might 
like to see happening and 
whether they might like to 
participate in volunteering 
activities. 


The results from the survey 
will inform plans for the 
future of Chester Farm and 
will be used to help prepare a 
further bid to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

Archives manager at the 
county council, Sarah 
Bridges, said: “We now have 
£135,000 development fund¬ 
ing which we will use to sub¬ 
mit our plan. We want to find 
out what type of things peo¬ 
ple would like, if we offered 


educational visits would they 
come on guided tours? 

“This is the type of evidence 
we want to include in our bid. 

“We have two years to 
develop the bid but we are 
ambitious and want to get it 
in by April. 

“We have already spent 
some money on the 
re-construction of the 17th 
century farm house and have 
capital money from the coun¬ 
ty council and Wellingboro¬ 
ugh Council to go into the pot. 

“These are ambitious plans 
but we are keen to deliver 
them and that is why we 
want everyone to get involved 
and tell us what they want to 
see at Chester Farm.”

Man’s fears over 
death of swans

A CONCERNED member of the 
public fears swans may be being 
illegally killed and barbecued 
at the Embankment in 
Wellingborough. 

The man, who did not wish to 
be named, contacted the Herald 
& Post as he was unhappy about 
what looked like birds’ bones and 
white feathers strewn in places 
along one of the footpaths. 

He believes fish are being 
poached from the river then 
cooked at barbecues on the river 
side and has seen evidence of 
beer cans dropped in the same 
location. 

In an email he said: “The swan 
and fish bones and feathers are 
on the Nene Way footpath near 
the bank as you head towards 
Irthlingborough not far from the 
Embankment, 

“This is near the weir and lock 
up to where the River Ise joins 
the Nene. 


“I have seen evidence of barbe¬ 
cues and fires but the recent 
floods have removed this. The 
problem was worse in the sum¬ 
mer. I had even seen people bar¬ 
becuing fish taken from the Nene 
right on the Embankment 

“I regularly see swan feathers 
and the carcasses of fish and 
swans near the bank as well as 
evidence of fires/disposable bar¬ 
becues and lots of beer cans etc. 

A spokesman for the 
Environment Agency said: “We 
urge anybody who has seen 
perceived illegal fishing activity 
to contact us immediately. 

“The Environment Agency aims 
to prosecute anybody caught 
killing or stealing fish. 

“We have had no recent reports 
of illegal poaching on the 
Wellingborough Embankment. 

“We would urge anybody who 
sees any suspected illegal fishing 
to call The Environment Agency 
on 0800 80 70 60 or Crime 
Stoppers on 0800 555 111. We 
maintain a strong presence 


patrolling all rivers in England 
and Wales, including unan¬ 
nounced blitzes, and work close¬ 
ly with resident angling clubs to 
help ensure no fishing laws are 
broken.” The incidents have not 
been reported to the RSPCA. 

A spokesperson for the animal 
charity said: “We would urge 
people to contact the charity’s 
cruelty line on 0300 1234 999 if 
people suspect that incidents of 
cruelty are being carried out 
against wildlife in the area.” 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire Police said: 
“Our Wildlife team have not been 
getting reports about poaching 
issues around swans and fishes. 

“We have done joint work with 
the Environment Agency in rela¬ 
tion to illegal fishing. 

“Sadly some swans have been 
dying through disease/natural 
causes as well as fox attacks and 
the latter often makes the death 
look suspicious. Anyone with 
concerns should contact us on 
101 .”

Bonnie’s brother 
Buster was killed the 
same night by a car as 
he sat by the body of his 
feline sister. 

All three people hope 
the person or person 
who carried out this 
crime will be caught by 


police and the reward 
will help in the process. 

Witnesses to this inci¬ 
dent, or anyone with 
information, should call 
Northamptonshire 
Police on 101.

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Cops’ warning over illegal raves 


POLICE are asking farm¬ 
ers and those who live 
and work in the country¬ 
side to keep their eyes 
and ears open in case ille¬ 
gal raves take place over 
the holiday. 

Officers would like to 
encourage reports of any 
suspicious circumstanc¬ 
es, such as cars acting 
suspiciously, driving 
around slowly looking at 
fields, outbuildings and 
barns, and any potential 
marking of locations, 
such as paint marks on 
the road surface or 
ribbons on gates and in 
hedges. 

Cops are determined to 
maintain their robust 
approach to raves - but 


need support from 
members of the public to 
nip these events in the 
bud. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “The festive season 
is ideal for those people 
looking to stage these 
type of events over a 
number of days. 

“People who organise or 
attend an illegal rave are 
committing an offence 
and are likely to cause 
annoyance or even 
danger to other people 
living in the area, damag¬ 
ing property or endanger¬ 
ing wildlife. 

“The key is to let us 
know of any suspicious 
movements involving 
individuals or vehicles in 


your community - early 
information is vital.” 

Police said tell-tale 
signs of a possible rave 
being organised are: 

- Posters or messages 
advertising an event 

- Locks and chains on 
fields cut or tampered with 

- Large convoys of cars 
on quiet rural roads 

- Sound equipment and 
tents being set up 

- Power generators being 
hired and brought into 
rural locations 

- Flattened or disturbed 
hedgerows 

If you have information 
or concerns about poten¬ 
tial raves, report them 
using the non-emergency 
police number, 101.

Let’s take a trip back 



AS it comes to the end of 2012, 
we take a look at the stories that 
have hit the headlines in 
Northamptonshire this year. 

January 

- AS the new year was welcomed 
in, tragedy struck when an 
historic building in 
Northampton town centre went 
up in flames. The blaze broke 
out in Fat Cats in Bridge Street - 
which is still closed to two-way 
traffic as a result. 

- A shopkeeper and his son 
fought off a gang of crowbar 
wielding men in Raunds. 
Dinesh Gorania, 50, and son 
Kishan, 21, were confronted by 
the robbers as they were 
closing. 

- We told how the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service had 
splashed out £8 million on rein¬ 
forced emergency vehicles to 
cope with heavier patients. 

February 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
Police announced it was to cut 
450 jobs over the next four 
years. 

- Wellingborough Council out¬ 
lawed lap dancing clubs over 
fears it could promote prostitu¬ 
tion in the town. The commit¬ 
tee’s ruling means that lap 
dancing, pole dancing, table 
dancing, strip shows, peep 
shows and/or live sex shows will 
be forbidden. 

- Ex-Cobblers player Leon 
McKenzie was jailed for six 


months for a speeding scam. 
He submitted fake letters 
claiming his car was in a garage 
in London when it had been 
caught speeding. 

March 

- THE police watchdog (the 
IPCC) ruled that 

Northamptonshire Police made 
a ‘catalogue of errors’ in 
response to a 999 call during the 
murder of the Ding family in 
April 2011. 


It said vital time was wasted 
when a call was made by one of 
the victims during the murder. 
Jifeng Ding, Ge Chui and their 
daughters, Xing and Alice, were 
stabbed to death in their home 
in Pioneer Close, Northampton. 

- Police launched an investiga¬ 
tion after six women were sex¬ 
ually assaulted as they walked 
alone in Wellingborough. 

- A Florida teenager was jailed 
for life for gunning down 
Northampton tourist James

- Five-year-old Niamh Curry 
from Wellingborough lost her 
battle against cancer. In 
December 2010 Niamh was 
diagnosed with a rare form of 
cancer called Neuroblastoma. 
Her family set up Niamh’s Next 
Step appeal for her and continue 
to raise funds. 

- Stephen Moonesamy, 35, of 
Lowlands Close, Northampton 
was arrested by police for con¬ 
ning 75 dance students across 
the county into thinking they 
had the chance to perform at 
the closing ceremony of the 
Olympic Games. 

June 

- DEVELOPERS Legal & General 
said the Grosvenor Centre rede¬ 
velopment was not ‘economi¬ 
cally viable’ and put the £250 
million plans on hold. 

- Mum Lynette Goodman spoke 
to the Herald & Post of the 
‘devastation’ she felt in discov¬ 
ering that one of her twin sons 
had accidently killed his broth¬ 
er. Ryan, 19, admitted pushing 
his twin Michael and left his 
body in undergrowth near the 
family’s Spanish villa. 

- People from across the county 
celebrated the Queen’s Jubilee - 
with an extra day off work and 
street parties galore. It was the 
start of a memorable summer - 
which saw the Olympics come 
to Northamptonshire.

MPVs used to be strict advocates of the 
form-follows-function principle - to the 
extent they could end up looking, well, a 
bit dull to say the least. 

Earlier generations of the Renault Grand 
Scenic range were in danger of falling into 
that trap but over the years it has become 
a suaver-looking thing and the most recent 
changes put style firmly on the agenda. 

You could argue that being attractive 
never hurts. MPVs may be taller and bulkier 
than their hatchback siblings, but that 
doesn’t mean they shouldn’t be good to 


drive. In the Scenic’s case, its Megane- 
based chassis is a real plus. 

The MacPherson strut front suspension is 
linked to an innovative horned sub-frame 
that helps to reduce lateral movement and 
gives more precise steering responses. 

The rear set-up is based around a tough 
torsen beam and, together, the two 
systems help the Scenic achieve a very low 
specific roll angle for a compact MPV. 

The upshot is composed cornering and a 
supple ride that soaks up the ravages of 
poorly maintained roads with impressive 


calm but little of the body lean that can 
cause queasiness among passengers. 

The electric power steering has also 
been tweaked to be more accurate and 
responsive. 

Add cleaner and more frugal engines and 
the latest driver-aid tech and it’s clear that 
the Grand Scenic packs the appeal of a car 
that continues to offer competitive space, 
a wide array of useful features and 
Megane-derived chassis dynamics to 
satisfy the keen driver. 

Few rivals indeed are as well-rounded.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

The Council, at its meeting on 3rd December, approved the statutory 
recommendations listed in paragraphs 1 to 12 below following the 
Community Governance Review.

The decisions about the final outcome of the Community Governance Review 
will be publicised. 

1. Parklands 

That a Parish Council should not be created in the Parklands ward area of 
Northampton. 

2. Rectory Farm 

That a Parish Council should not be created in the Rectory Farm area of 
Northampton. 

3. Sunnyside and Obelisk 

That a Parish Council should not be created in the Sunnyside and Obelisk 
wards of Northampton. 

4. West Hunsbury 

(a) That a Parish be created in the West Hunsbury ward area of 
Northampton. 

(b) That the new Parish should be represented by a Parish Council. 

(c) That the new Parish Council be known as West Hunsbury Parish 
Council. An alternative style is not recommended. 

(d) That the electoral arrangements for West Hunsbury Parish Council will 
be that the Parish Council comprises 8 councillors and that there will 
be no warding arrangements for the Parish. The first elections will take 
place in May 2013 with Councillors elected for an initial term of office 
lasting for two years with further elections taking place in May 2015 
and four yearly after that. 

5. Westone 

That a Parish Council should not be created in the Westone ward area of 
Northampton. 

6. St James 

That a Parish Council should not be created in the St James ward area of 
Northampton. 

7. Hunsbury Meadows 

(a) That a Parish be created in the Hunsbury Meadows area of 
Northampton. 

(b) That the new Parish should be represented by a Parish Council. 

(c) That the new Parish Council be known as Hunsbury Meadows Parish 
Council. An alternative style is not recommended. 

(d) That the electoral arrangements for Hunsbury Meadows Parish 
Council will be that the Parish Council comprises 8 councillors and 
that there will be no warding arrangements for the Parish. The first 
elections will take place in May 2013 with Councillors elected for an 
initial term of office lasting for two years with further elections taking 
place in May 2015 and four yearly after that. 

(e) That further consultation be carried out with the new Hunsbury 
Meadows Parish Council and Upton Parish Council with regard to 
extending the proposed Parish boundary to include the development 
at Pineham Village. 

8. Wootton and East Hunsbury - Turners Boundary Change 

(a) That the Parish boundary should be changed and the new boundary 
be agreed to move the properties in Turners Court and Turners 
Gardens affected by the proposal into Wootton and East Hunsbury 
Parish. 

(b) That this proposal will take effect from 1 April 2013. 

(c) That this proposal does not require any other changes to the existing 
governance arrangements for the Parish. 

9. Wootton and East Hunsbury/ Collingtree - Belfry Lane Boundary 
Change 

(a) That the Parish boundary should be changed and the new boundary 
be agreed to move the properties in Belfry Lane affected by the 
proposal from Wootton and East Hunsbury Parish into Collingtree 
Parish. 

(b) That this proposal will take effect from 1 April 2013. 

(c) That this proposal does not require any other changes to the existing 
governance arrangements for the Parishes affected. 

10. Hardingstone/ Great Houghton - Boundary Changes 

(a) That the Parish boundary for Hardingstone Parish Council should be 
changed and the new boundary be agreed. 

(b) That the Parish boundary for Great Houghton Parish Council should 
be changed and the new boundary be agreed, to include land to the 
north to be coterminous with the boundary for polling district SNRME. 

(c) That these proposals will take effect from 1 April 2013. 

(d) That these proposals do not require any other changes to the existing 
governance arrangements for the Parishes affected. 

11. Wootton and East Hunsbury - Parish Split 

(a) That the existing Parish of Wootton and East Hunsbury be abolished 
on 1 April 2015. 

(b) That a new Parish be created in the Wootton area of Northampton with 
effect from 1 April 2015. 

(c) That the new Parish in the Wootton area should be represented by a 
Parish Council. 

(d) That the new Parish Council be known as Wootton, Wootton Fields 
and Simpson Manor Parish Council. An alternative style is not 
recommended. 

(e) That the electoral arrangements for Wootton, Wootton Fields and 
Simpson Manor Parish Council will be that the Parish Council 
comprises 8 councillors and that there will be no warding 
arrangements for the Parish. The first elections will take place in May 
2015 and four yearly after that 

(f) That a new Parish be created in the East Hunsbury area of 
Northampton with effect from 1 April 2015. 

(g) That the new Parish in the East Hunsbury area should be represented 
by a Parish Council. 

(h) That the new Parish Council be known as East Hunsbury Parish 
Council. An alternative style is not recommended. 

(i) That the electoral arrangements for East Hunsbury Parish Council will 
be that the Parish Council comprises 8 councillors and that there will 
be no warding arrangements for the Parish. The first elections will 
take place in May 2015 and four yearly after that 

12. Upton - Boundary change 

(a) That the boundary for Upton Parish should be changed to that 
proposed. 

(b) That this proposal will take effect from 1 April 2013. 

(c) That the Parish will continue to be known as Upton Parish. 

(d) That the Parish will continue to be represented by a Parish Council 
and that the Parish Council be known as Upton Parish Council. 

(e) That this proposal does not require any other changes to the existing 
governance arrangements for the Parish affected. 

(f) That governance arrangements for the Upton Parish should be 
reviewed by no later than 1 April 2027 to ensure that they reflect the 
changing demographics and community interests within the 
expanded community.

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Pisi wants 
more from 
the Saints

GEORGE Pisi is frustrated by 
Northampton Saints’ lack of con¬ 
sistency, believing if they can find 
that in the second half of the season 
then they will be able to challenge 
for top honours. 

An 18-9 defeat at home to defend¬ 
ing champions Harlequins on 
Saturday saw the Saints slip out of 
the Aviva Premiership top four and 
they now face the difficult prospect 
of taking on second placed Saracens 
in Milton Keynes on Sunday. 

What was particularly disappoint¬ 
ing was that the Quins defeat came 
on the back of a memorable tri¬ 
umph away to previously unbeaten 
Ulster in the Heineken Cup the 
week before. Pisi feels it is only 
minor changes that are needed. 

“We’re not consistent enough and 
we don’t want to be a sometimes 
team, we want to be an all of the 
time team,” said the Samoan cen¬ 
tre. “We just need to tweak the little 
things and we will be fine. 

“We need to make everything 
count and these little opportunities 
that we are given, we need to take 
them. As a team we can do that and 
we’re not far off from winning these 
tight games, but it’s just not going 
our way at the moment.” 

Team mate GJ Van Velze echoed 
those sentiments and is in little 
doubt that the squad are capable of 
ironing out those issues ahead of 
the clash with Sarries. 

“There is a lot of quality in the 
team and we know that we made 
errors, and none of those are things 
that we can’t make right in one 
week,” said Van Velze. 

“We turned it around after the 
Ulster home game, so there is no 
need to push any panic buttons.” 

Saracens strengthened their grip 
on a top two spot that guarantees a 
home semi-final with an impressive 
22-0 dismantling of Bath at the 
Recreation Ground. 

However, a win over their bitter 
rivals would lift Northampton back 
into the play-off places and provide 
a timely boost ahead of potentially 
tricky games away to Exeter Chiefs 
and at home to Gloucester early in 
the new year. 

“It’s going to be a tough run, but if 
we can get a win under our belts 
and move forward from there then 
it is going to lead us well for the rest 
of the competition,” said Pisi.

ROSS McMillan does not have the 
most glamorous job in professional 
rugby. 

The 25-year-old serves as 
Northampton Saints’ third-choice 
hooker behind Dylan Hartley and 
Mikey Haywood, plays the occa¬ 
sional game for the Wanderers, 
holds the tackle bags and, occasion¬ 
ally, trundles on as a late replace¬ 
ment for the first team. 

But McMillan is just happy to be 
afforded the chance of playing top- 
level rugby again after several years 
spent in the lower leagues and earn¬ 
ing a living with an assortment of 
jobs outside of rugby. 

Yet, in 2006, he seemed to have the 
rugby world at his feet. He was 
signed by Aviva Premiership giants 
Gloucester from Championship side 
Nottingham and was a cornerstone 
of the England Under-19 team. 

Yet the wheels on his career did not 
just come to a shuddering halt, they 
almost fell off when he suffered a 
season-ending cruciate ligament 
injury in a pre-season friendly 
against Bayonne in 2008. He was 
released by the Cherry & Whites the 
following summer. 

A season with Coventry ended in 
administration and relegation. He 
must have started to wonder what 
was going on when a spell at 
Birmingham & Solihull Bees ended 
in similar fashion. 


There was bound to be plenty of 
soul searching during that dark 
period when McMillan was rising at 
4am to milk cows, digging roads and 
doing electrical work to make ends 
meet. 

Playing part-time rugby supple¬ 
mented his income but McMillan 
craved another shot at the big time. 

It came when he was offered a trial 
by Northampton in January. He took 
it with both hands and impressed 
sufficiently to earn a full-time con¬ 
tract as the club sought cover for the 
injured Brett Sharman. 

McMillan has since resurrected a 
career he felt was heading for the 
wilderness. 

“There have been times, especially 
when I got relegated with Bees and 
ended up dropping down to National 
One, I thought that was it,” said 
McMillan. 

“I was still going to 
play rugby, but it was 
part of a process that I 
needed to pay the 
bills.” 

McMillan acknowl¬ 
edged he became bit¬ 
ter and disillusioned 
during his spell lower 
down the rugby pyra¬ 
mid. 

“I fell out of love with 
the game because 
nothing was going my 
way,” he said. “I was 
looking at the top 
flight and thinking: T 


can do that job, I can do better than 
him, I can give him a good fight for 
it’. The Saints have provided me that 
and I’m grateful for it. 

“I was in horrible shape when I 
turned up, but I had a good pre-sea- 
son and it has given me that enjoy¬ 
ment and that hunger back.” 

McMillan is among the lower earn¬ 
ers in a squad packed with interna¬ 
tionals but that does not bother him 
one iota. 

“I don’t care if I don’t earn a great 
deal from it,” McMillan said. “I’m 
just enjoying being back playing 
rugby at the highest level.” 

Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder knows what it is like to 
have to earn a living outside of 
rugby. During the amateur era, he 
combined playing full back for Sale 
with working as a teacher at William 
Hulme’s Grammar School in 
Manchester. 

Mallinder feels the uncon¬ 
ventional route taken by him 
and McMillan should serve as 
a lesson to some profession¬ 
als. 

“It probably would do a lot of 
our players a lot of good to do 
some jobs and see what the 
other half do, and that’s why I 
think it’s important that our 
lads get out into the commu¬ 
nity,” said Mallinder. 

“Ross is such a character, he 
is very grounded, he has had 
experience of the real world 
which is important. He has 


had to work for a living, he knows 
the value and what a pleasure it is to 
be a professional rugby player.” 

You will therefore hear no grum¬ 
bling from McMillan as he spends 
session after session providing 
opposition for the first team in game 
situations. 

“I think it humbled me,” said 
McMillan. 

’’Some of the lads in here don’t 
understand what it is like to go out 
and work early hours, long days and 
then train, and actually take your¬ 
self away from your family and your 
loved ones to train. 

“I wouldn’t change it because I 
think it has made me into the person 
that I am and the rugby player that I 
am because, as bad as it sounds for 
some, I enjoy turning up for training 
Monday to Friday because it is bet¬ 
ter than grafting.” 

McMillan was an unused replace¬ 
ment against Harlequins on 
Saturday yet will, in all likelihood, 
be back watching from the stands 
on Sunday as Hartley returns from 
his two-week suspension to face 
Saracens this weekend in Milton 
Keynes. 

Yet it will still beat digging up the 
roads for a living. 

“I’ve got horrible grafting hands 
from working with shovels and 
mucking out cows,” McMillan said. 

“There is nothing better as far as 
I’m concerned than chucking a 
rugby ball around and running 
around a lake.”

AIDY Boothroyd believes the opening of the 
transfer window next week will prove just as 
important for Northampton Town as last sea¬ 
son as he seeks to bring in players capable of 
establishing the Cobblers as promotion chal¬ 
lengers. 

Boothroyd worked his magic in the loan mar¬ 
ket last year, recruiting Clarke Carlisle and Ben 
Harding who proved crucial in helping the club 
ensure survival in League Two. 

Now the Northampton boss is 
eyeing adding to the squad with 
the aim of mounting a promotion 
charge. Town are just one point 
away from the play-off places. 

“It’s going to be just as important 
as last year, but what I would say is 
that it is a slightly different situa¬ 
tion,” said Boothroyd. 

“Last year was about getting as 
many loan players on the pitch as 
possible because I didn’t think we 
were strong enough with what we 
had. That was to survive, whereas 
this year it will be either keeping or 
getting loan players or potential 
signings in that I think are going to 
take us to the next level. In terms of 


performances, it has been good and there has 
been lots of improvements in terms of results, 
but it’s not enough and we want to be better 
than we are.” 

Contact over potential targets has been made 
by Boothroyd, but he will wait and see what the 
situation is with injuries before making any 
concrete moves along with deciding whether or 
not to renew the loan deals of Danny East and 
Emyr Huws. 

Midfielder Luke Guttridge had been due to 
return from injury in the postponed Boxing 
Day fixture away to AFC Wimbledon. Defensive 
duo David Artell and John Johnson are also 
slated to be back by the middle of next 
month. 

Guttridge is likely start in Saturday’s 
trip to League Two leaders Gillingham, 
while top scorer Adebayo Akinfenwa is 
available after serving his one-match 
ban. 

Northampton won 2-0 at home to 
Aldershot Town in Akinfenwa’s 
absence, with Jake Robinson and Clive 
Platt getting the goals. 

Boothroyd is pleased with the depth 
of his squad. 

“Sometimes when a big player moves 
out of the team it gives someone else 
the chance to do a little bit more and 
grow a little bit more and your team 
attacks differently and maybe surpris¬ 
es the opposition,” said Boothroyd.
